purchase 


of the Big Bar toll bridge 
has been definitely decided upon.; 


The supervisors of the two counties— Amador and Calaveras 
—are to meet iv joint 
next month 
to consummate 
said purchase. 
The appointment 
of appraisers 
to value the 


property was merely a formal matter in deference 
to the plain 


requirements 
of law. It is now generally known that the 
legal status of this bridge is involved in doubt. 
Lawyers do 


not agree on the subject. 
Some contend that the supervisors 


are clothed with authority.to 
purchase. 
Others are equally 


strong iv the opinion that the title to said bridge is already 
vested in the two counties 
concerned, 
and 
that ifthe super- 


visors do appropriate 
public 
money for the purchase of this 


bridge 
they will render 
themselves 
responsible 
on their 


official bonds for the amount so expended. 
Itis understood 


that the price agreed upon 
for the bridge is $8000, one half 
of which expense willfall upon each county, making $4000 
as Amador's share of the transaction. 
According to current 


report 
the bridge 
was purchased 
by the present owner for' 


$4000, and that this price included 
not only the tollbridge 
itselfbut also 
the land and buildings appurtenant 
thereto. 
Itis claimed 
that since 
the purchase 
by the present owner, 


some twentw years 
ago, substantial improvements have been 


made. 
The old wood piers 
and supports have been replaced 
with iron, at arTexpense probably approximating $2000. 
In our article last week we fellinto a slight error in regard 
to the history of this bridge, in stating 
that the purported 


renewal of the franchise in 1898 by the supervisors of Cala- 
veras county wars a matter oflitigation in the superior court 
of tlHrt county. 
Itseems 
that this franchise, so we are re- 
liably informed, has never been judiciallytested. 
The orig- 
inal franchise to collect tolls was granted by the legislature 
in1862, and ran for a period of thirty years. 
In 1886, long 
after the franchise 
had 
expired, the board of supervisors 
of 


Calaveras county officiallydeclared that the franchise having 
expired by limitation, the bridge had thereby become, by vir- 
tue of the law which we quoted last 'week, a part of the free 
public highway, 
together 
with the roadway on either side, 
which the bridge owner by the terms of the franchise 
was re- 
quired to keep in repair.- This roadway to be maintained at 
private cost extends 
from Butte City on the Amador side to 
within about half a mile of Mokelume Hillon the Calaveras 
side.;; 
Now it was 
this 
action 
of 
the 
supervisors 
in 
making it a free bridge that 
was 
declared illegal ,by the 
superior, court 
of Calaveras 
county. 
No appeal was taken 
from this decision. 
Presumably on 
the strength of this un- 
appealed judgment the supervisors granted the renewal of the 
franchise in IS9B, under 
which tolls have been collected up 
to the present time. 
And" so the vital question of the right 
to gather tollfrom this bridge has been allowed to rest. In 
this unsatisfactory 
state .of affairs the supervisors of the two 


counties propose 
to pay a large sum of money from the pub- 
lic treasuries to buy the questionable 
rights ofthe parties in 
possession ofthis bridge. 


10 tne ordinary business 
man it would seem that the first 
consideration should be, straighten 
out the (question of title. 
When a private individual contemplates 
the purchase of real 
estate he usually takes 
the precaution to get an abstract of 
title, so as to satisfy himself whether or not the other party 
has 
anything 
to sell. 
Surely, the 
same 
prudence should 
govern ina contemplated 
purchase 
in behalf of the people of 
two counties of a bridge involving an outlay of $8000. 
No 
one is disposed 
to object to the purchase ifit be absolutely 
necessary 
to the abolition of tolls on this main highway. 


PThe 


governing bodies of the counties 
concerned 
may well 
use 
before committing 
themselves, 
irrevocably 
to this 
investment in real 
estate. 
The public notice calling upon 
parties to fileprotests to the purchase, if any objections they 
have to the proposed 
deal, is no adequate 
safeguard. 
It will 
afford no excuse hereafter 
should the purchase be ultimately 
declared null and void. 
Amador county is not ina position 
to embark in doubtful enterprises 
costing thousands 
of dol- 
lars. 
me Ledger 
is simply sounding 
a warning from the 
taxpayers' 
standpoint 
\ It is more than probable, 
in the 
event of the purchase being consummated 
as 
the matter now 
stands, that some taxpayer willtake it upon himself to take 
steps to ventilate the affair in the courts, either to enjoin the 
payment of the purchase 
price, or ifalready paid, by a suit 
against the officials concerned 
and their bondsmen 
to recover 
the sum paid.

The Walking Delegates’ Version Thereof.

’i'his the men 
proceeded to do by 
posting notioes t h a t a special meeting 
of all men w o r k i n g under 
ground 
would be held a t M i n e r s ’ Union hall 
at 2 p. ru. 
T hey a t once proceeded to 
look up the s e c r e ta ry of the union, 
who at that ti m e was working in the 
Zeilu mine, and s e n t word to him to 
come ou t as they d e sire d to see him. 
l h i s he refused to do. 
The men then 
requested the key to the hall for the 
purpose of b o l d i n g a special meeting, 
ottering to pay f o r same.

However, it was u n d e r s to o d Ihut the 
mines iu C'aaipo S e c o would be iude- 
Uulteiy closed, u n d t i m e has veriBed 
the rumor, as t h e r e are few men iu 
Campo at this t i m e a n d no indica!,inn 
of a resumption o f 
operations;

The committeo se le c te d by tfce men

th e law, which d e m a n d was tur ned 
down hy tiie v a ri o u s companies and 
th e counter d e m a n d mud©, “ that ttie 
m en come, go a u d e a t lunch on their 
own ti m e . ” 
'The c o m m i t t e e reported 
back to speoiul m e e t i n g at 2 p. m., 
when Corra was p r e s e n t uud culled 
u po n to address t h e m , iu which a d ­ 
d re ss he c o n v in c i n g ly 
demonstrated 
to them the n e c e s s ity of organizing 
if they ever ex p ec te d to get whut they 
deuiaud ed.

Kennedy mine

t h e 
success

th e i r efforts were g r e a t l y menaced by

o u t tho emergency w h ic h confronted 
th e m and tho ne c essity of organiza­ 
ti o n to enforce th e i r demands, the 
m eetin g was a d jo u r n e d u n ti l 2 p. m.

proceeded to 
e n ro ll those who 
re co g u iz e d the ne­ 
cessity of such o rg a u izu tio u . 


As there was still s e v e n ty men at 
th e c o m p a n y ’s b o a r d i n g house on the 
K enn edy grounds, t h e men were get­ 
t i n g restless aud dissati sB ed and at 
t b e meeting nt 2 p. m . , 
h committee 
of throe was a p p o i n t e d to piooeed 
u n d e r escort of th e sheriff to the 
K e u u ed y hoarding 
house, 
with the 
r e s u l t that all of t h e men fn tho 
bo arding house q u i t work im m ediate ­ 
ly und came to town, a n d tho maj or­ 
it y made a pp li cati o n 
by 
initiation 
a n d rei nstatement fo r m em b e rsh ip iu 
t h i s union. 
At th is j u n c t u r e every 
m i n e was at a s t a n d s ti ll with tbe ex ­ 
c e p ti o n of the h o is tin g engineers arid 
s k i p tenders, who w ere left at work 
for tho purpose of 
h o is ti n g water, 
w ith the object iu view of being able 
to arr iv e at an a m i o a b ie ad ju stm ent 
of tb e difficulty a ri s in g from tbe nr 
ro n e o u s in terp re ta ti o n of the law on 
t h e pa rt of the opera tors. A difficulty

frangerou* Aerial Slide Annually Pee* 
formed In India. 
In dia offers many cu rious things iu 
the w a y of religion, and t h e strang est 
of t h e m nil is the aerial slide, which is 
perform ed annually nt K ulu , In the 
H im alayas. 
At a point w h e r e there is 
a cliff ove rhanging a precipitous gorge 
several hundred feet in w id th and a 
h u n d re d feet in depth a ro pe is made 
fast t o tho rock. The o th er e n d of this 
is c a rr ie d across the gorge au d there 
secured to a stake. 
The total length 
of th e rope between (ho t w o points is 
when d r a w n taut 2,500 feet, and the 
cud a tt a c h e d to the cliff is several hun­ 
dred f e e t higher than th a t fa ste ned on 
the oppo site side of the ravine. 
Thus 
a slide is contrived, and it is a d an g er­ 
ous o n e to nil appearance. 
It is do w n this incline t h a t the per­ 
former has his path. 
F o r the lofty 
journey a sort of saddle is provided 
made o f wood, with holes in it, through 
which tho rope passes. 
B u t before a 
start is made the whole length of Ihe 
rope is w e t to prevent the saddle from 
catc h in g Are from the friction. 
The 
p e rf o rm e r sits astride this scat, an d to 
his legs are fastened b a g s of sand, 
which se r v e two purposes—t h e y enable 
him to maintain an u p rig h t position 
during Ills lightning-like descent, nnd 
they 
increase the mom entu m . 
The 
lower end of the rope is carefully 
wound w ith bits of carpet t o check the 
speed 
before the stake Is 
reached. 
W ith o u t this precaution th e perform er 
would b e dashed to pieces. 
The terrific velocity of t h e descent 
for t h e first few hundred y a rd s is 
shown by the stream of sm o k e that 
trails f r o m the wake of the saddle, de­ 
spite t h e fact that the rope lias been 
wet. 
A f te r w a r d the incline dim inishes 
som ewhat, an d the pace bec om es corre­ 
spondingly slower. 
By th e ti me the 
goal Is read ied the jherl, a s th e per­ 
former is called, is able to co m e to a 
standstill without disaster. 
This slide in the air is sup po sed to 
reveal th e will of the gods a s to the 
crops o f the approaching season. 
If 
the perilous trip is accomplished in 
safety a plentiful harvest is assured. 
Naturally, therefore, every c a r e is ta k ­ 
en to minimize the dangers o f the per­ 
form ance.

main w a s infested with pirates,

but got into the doldrums a n d w as so 
long becalmed that w ate r a n d provi­ 
sions g a v e out, and all h a n d s perished 
of th irst a n d starvation. 
W h e n the 
wind c a m e up again the sh ip sailed 
aw ay w i t h her ghastly crew, w a s seen 
by 
a 
buccaneer, 
chased 
a n d 
over­ 
hauled. 
The p i r a te captain made f a s t to his 
prize w ith o u t firing a single shot, aud, 
att rib u tin g the vessel's nonresistauce 
to fe a r or lack of arms, he w a s th<¿ 
first m a n to leap on board. 
But the 
rope w i t h which the c a p tu r e d ship 
had b e e n carelessly lashed to iris own 
parted u n d e r tho strain of t b e seaway, 
and h e found himself rapidly borne 
aw ay f r o m his comrades on w h a t he 
soon discovered to be a fioatiug coffin. 
A stiff, breeze filled the sails of the 
derelict, 
a n d before his o w n vessel 
could o v e rt a k e it night descended on 
the ocean, and the pursuing ship lost 
sight o f it altogether.

T h e chamber of comnierce has between 90 and 100 mem­ 
bers at present. 
This is a gratifying starter, but not enough 
to accomplish much. 
It must be run up to over 200 mem­ 
bers before anything important can be undertaken. 
There 
ought not to be any trouble in securing that number of 
members steadily 011 the roll. 
At $ 1 per quarter, this would 
give a revenue of $Soo per year. 
It will be necessary to go 
slow at first, according to the means available. 
The organi­ 
zation is for the county at large, and not for Jackson merely. 
Jackson being the populous, and financial center, is the 
proper place for the head quarter. 
T h e boosting, however, 
will be for Amador county, in general, rather than Jackson 
in particular. 
Business men and others in every part of the 
county should join. 
T h e success of the movement means as 
much in proportion for other towns in the couuty as it does 
for Jackson. 
It is out of tlie question to form local boards of 
trade in the several towns. 
The expense would be 
too 
burdensome; or the income would be so small that nothing 
could be done. 
The on ly thing to do is to join the central 
body, and have a local committee for each town. 
It is A m a ­ 
dor county we have to set before the great outside world as a 
desirable place for homeseekers and for capitalists ‘ who have 
money to invest in mining and other enterprises. 
We have kept in the background because we have neglect­ 
ed to advertise our advantages; certainly not because we have 
110 advantages to advertise. 
There is no spot of earth in the 
whole of California of equal size that offers greater induce­ 
ments. 
We have failed to make ourselves known, and con­ 
sequently have to a great extent remained unknown. 
The 
following clipping from the Alameda T im es of June 1 1 il­ 
lustrates the outside feeling in regard 10 the lethargy of 
Amador county people in neglecting -to keep step in the 
general procession of counties toward progress: 
The picture 
is perhaps somewhat overdrawn, still there is a good deal of 
truth in it. 
. 
The business men of Amador county hnve ot last organized to advertise 
.tlieir couuty. In the California days of Bret Harte Amador couuty was well 
advertised by the early day writers, . including liarte, and for many years 
new arrivals m the Golden We«t went directly to Amador, Calaveras, Mari­ 
posa, Tuolumne, and those other bonanza counties which played such a 
prominent part iu the iirst literature of California. 
Had the business men 
ot Amador kept up the work so well begun by these pioneers iu I’aaitic coast 
literature Amador would not have lapsed from public view and dropped into 
au obscure position from which most people are able to resurrect it only 
with the aid of a map. 
However, Amador’s belated start is ranch better 
than no start at all and the early advertising of over a half-century ago wi'l 
make a good foundation on which to build the now campaign of publicity. 


T H E H U N T I N G 
L I C E N S E 
L A W . 


We notice 111 some of our cotenrporaries a statement to the 
effect that it is unlawful to hunt any kind of wild animals or 
birds without a. license. 
W e do not know what provision of 
law is depended upon iu support of this position. 
The law 
which lias been forwarded to us b y the fish and game com­ 
mission, through its chief deputy, Charles A. Vogelsang, 
reads otherwise, as follows: 


“ Every person who hunts, pursues or kills any 
of the wild dirds or animals, E X C E P T I N G P R E ­ 
D A T O R Y B I R D S O R A N I M A L S , without first 
procuring a license therefor is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor.” 
Under this provision 
we should jud ge that the.killing of 
coyotes, gophers, bluejays, rattlesnakes, or other harmful 
birds or animals is perfectly lawful at a n y time, whether the 
hunter is armed with a license or not. 
Furthermore, the 
law seems to bear out the idoa-that a farmer is justified in 
protecting his crop or property of a n y kind against the 
ravages of any sort of 
wild game, whether protected or not. 
Predatory birds or animals are not exclusively of the unpro­ 


tected species. 
One point seems to be settled under the present status of 
the law, namely, that a landowner has no right to hunt 011 
his own land for pleasure, during the open or other season, 
any protected game, without first procuring a license.^

A new charge has been preferred 
ngnnist A. Borello, 
who Is under 
sentence of 10 years in San Quentin 
for arson In the homing ot the Sum ­ 
mit House on Sutter hill, end held in 
the county jail on n writ of probable 
cause awaiting the outcome of an ap­ 
peal to the nppellnte court. 
lie was 
taken before justice Goltlner yester­ 
day charged with being implicated in 
injuring the jml iu the attempted 
outbreak ot Domlooo Mntizo. Menzo 
after the failure of the scheme, gave 
the whole thing away, an did also 
Bnailhnrn, who gave the pair the cue, 
and really started the work beforo 
his term ot 15 days for misdomeauor 
expired. 
It is sajd that Borello did 
the (Bing on tho iron door of the 
jail so as to loosen tho rivets. 
It is 
intended to press the charge against 
Borello in caso the appeal on the 
arson case should result in a re­ 
versal. 
Matizo, convicted of arson in set­ 
ting Uro to the Hummit house, and 
also charged wilii an attempted jail 
break, is getting tired of being kept 
in the county jail, 
There has been 
no effort on the part of his attorney 
to perfect his appeal, and tho timo 
has expired in which he can take an 
appeal except ou the judgment roll. 
Ho now wnnts to be taken to San 
Quentin to start serving his senteuoe 
ot twelve years, and has requested 
bis attorney to dismiss the appeal. 
Matizo has no money, hut it wns 
understood that his case should be 
taken up ou appeal the same as that, 
of Borello. The papers in the Borello 
case have boon prepared, and scarcely 
anything dotio in the Alanzo case.
